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THE  STRENGTH  OF  CHURCH  ORGANISATION. 

By  Elder  George  Albert  Smith 
Of  the  Council  of  Twelve 


I  have  listened,  as  I  am  sure  you  have, 
my  brothers  and  sisters,  with  great  inter- 
est to  the  words  of  Brother  Kirkham, 
who  has  just  spoken.  I  appreciate  the 
privilege  of  worshipping  with  you  here 
to-day. 

'  I  shall  briefly  tell  you  that  my  absence 
from  this  part  of  the  world  has  of  recent 
years  been  occasioned  by  my  work  in  one 
of  the  eastern  cities  of  the  country,  and  I 
always  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  com- 
ing back  home.  I  always  feel  that  this 
is  home,  and  I  always  shall. 

I  was  interested  in  the  fact  that 
Brother  Kirkham  had  been  considering 
some  of  the  things  which  I  have  been 
thinking     about.  And     also     that     his 

course  of  travel  in  returning  home  took 
him  over  the  same  route  that  I  followed. 
As  did  he,  I  passed  the  Hill  Cumorah  on 
my  way  home  this  time,  and  saw  the  new 


monument  there.  I  spent  a  night  in  the 
home  of  Joseph  Smith  and  was  impressed 
with  the  sanctity  of  that  place.  My  soul 
was  thrilled  and  stirred  with  many  deep 
and  sobering  thoughts  concerning  the 
incidents  which  took  place  in  t^at  part 
of  the  world. 

President  Woodruff's  Attitude 

It  has  been  told  me  that  President 
Wilford  Woodruff,  because  of  his  great 
interest  in  the  Church  always  tried  to 
weigh  and  evaluate  the  events  which  he 
saw  about  him  as  they  might  concern 
the  welfare  of  the  Church.  When  he 
met  a  new  person,  or  heard  of  a  new  per- 
son of  influence,  he  inquired  about  that 
person's  attitude  toward  the  Church. 
When  some  new  discovery  or  some  new 
invention  was  made  he  tried  to  see  how  it 
might  affect  the  Saints  and  how  it  might 
affect   the   preaching  of   the   Gospel.        I 
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believe  he  caught  the  spirit  of  the  Mas- 
ter's instruction  that  \vc  should  seek  first 
the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteous- 
ness. 

I  have  tried  in  my  few  years  of  life, 
to  keep  ever  before  me  the  Gospel  and 
its  principles,  and  make  my  main  interest 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel and  the  welfare  of  this  people  and 
our  Father's  kingdom  here  upon  earth. 
During  the  recent  months,  while  I  have 
been  away,  it  has  again  been  my  privi- 
lege and  my  interest  to  see  what  people 
were  thinking  about,  to  see  if  I  could 
determine  how  that  was  associated  with 
our  beliefs,  or  how  it  differed  from  our 
beliefs,  and  how  our  ability  to  preach  the 
Gospel  might  be  aided,  or  perhaps  how 
it  might  be  hindered  by  the  currents 
which  we  see  about  us  in  the  world  to- 
day. 

I  have  been  very  much  impressed, 
during  this  past  year,  by  the  fact  that  in 
the  minds  of  many  men,  with  whom  I 
have  associated  in  a  scholastic  and  in  a 
business  way,  runs  the  thought  that  we 
need  somehow  to  revive  the  religious  life 
of  people.  As  I  see  it,  my  generation — 
by  my  generation  I  mean  people  in  the 
nation  generally  outside  the  Church — to 
some  extent  this  applies  to  those  in  the 
Church  too— has  had  a  somewhat  differ- 
ent attitude  toward  this  Church  and  to- 
ward their  own  churches  than  did  the 
generation  of  my  father,  or  the  genera- 
tion of  his  father  or  his  grandfather. 
Finds  Little  Prejudice. 
Although  we  sometimes,  I  think,  mis- 
interpret that  change  of  sentiment  or  that 
change  of  spirit,  I  believe  it  to  be  this  : 
As  far  as  this  Church  is  concerned,  I  find 
little  or  no  prejudice  in  the  minds  of 
people  with  whom  I  associate,  of  approxi- 
mately my  own  age,  toward  the  Mormon 
Church,  owing  to  the  splendid  missionarv 
work  which  has  been  done  by  our  usual 
missionary  svstem  and  by  other  means 
which  have  been  made  available  to  us, 
the  splendid  musical  treats  that  are 
broadcast  by  this  excellent  Tabernacle 
Choir  and  organ  are  heard  by  people 
throughout  the  country,  and  it  warms 
them  and  helps  break  down  whatever 
prejudice  they  may  have  had.  When 
you  mention  that  you  are  a  Mormon,  or 
that  you  are  from  Salt  Lake  City,  it  is 
usual  for  them  to  say  that  thev  hear  the 
Sunday  morning  broadcast  of  the  Taber- 
nacle Choir. 


The  fact  that  people  trawl  much  more 
extensively  than  they  did  years  ago  has 
brought  them  in  contact  with  our  people 
in  this  part  of  the  world  and  elsewhere, 
and  they  know  of  the  good  work  that  is 
being  done  by  our  people.  The  success 
of  many  Latter-day  Saints  in  various 
enterprises  has  brought  their  names  be- 
fore the  public,  and  people  know  that 
they  are  men  and  women  who  have 
ability  and  integrity,  and  who  stand  for 
worthwhile  principles. 

I  say  that  these  factors,  together,  have 
made  for  us  friends  of  people  in  the 
world  whose  parents  and  whose  grand- 
parents did  not  feel  friendly  toward  our 
people.  I  think  tremendous  progress 
has  been   made   in   that   regard. 

Makes  Comparison. 

Now  in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  people 
toward  their  own  churches :  It  is  very 
difficult  for  us  to  make  comparisons  and 
say  that  these  are  the  conditions  today, 
whereas  they  were  different  20  or  30  or 
50  years  ago,  because  our  memories  are 
not  thoroughly  dependable  and  our 
ability  to  analyze  causes  and  results  is 
limited,  and  therefore  we  must  not  be 
hasty  in  drawing  conclusions.  But  I  be- 
lieve it  is  a  fair  generalization,  from  what 
experience  and  what  information  I  can 
gather,  to  say  that  people  to-day  are 
not  church-goers  in  the  same  degree  and 
to  the  same  extent  that  they  were  some 
years   ago.  Because    that    is    the   fact 

we  sometimes  lose  hope  and  feel  dis- 
couraged, to  thinking  that  the  cauce  of 
religion  is  running  into  difficulties  which 
will  be  insurmountable.  We  realize  that 
any  difficulties  in  that  field  are  our  pro- 
blems, because  we  know  it  to  be  and  ac- 
cept it  as  our  responsibilitv  to  teach  the 
gospel  to  our  fellow  men. 

States  Belief. 

I  read  a  very  interesting  sermon 
preached  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  few 
weeks  ago  by  an  able  ecclesiastic  of  that 
city.  He  put  in  language  thoughts  which 
I  have  had  in  my  own  mind,  and  while  I 
don't  borrow  the  thoughts  from  him.  I 
will  refer  to  his  wording  of  them.  He 
spoke  of  the  fact  that  he  did  not  believe 
religion  was  breaking  down,  but  he 
found  difficulty  in  putting  over  the  idea 
in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  peoole  that 
they  must  be  a  oart  of  some  organized 
religion.  I  thought  of  those  two  differen- 
tiations,  and  I  believe  that  with  the  use

of  those  terms  we  can  analyze  the  situa- 
tion as  I  believe  it  to  exist. 

People  whom  I  know  in  high  and  low 
station  and  people  who  are  old  or  young 
in  their  years,  almost  without  exception — 
I  speak  of  those  with  whom  I  have  had 
contact — believe  very  sincerely  and  very 
definitely  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian 
religion.  They  believe  that  we  should 
be  honest.  They  believe  that  we  should 
be  generous.  They  believe  that  we  should 
be  kind,  one  to  another,  that  we  should 
be  industrious,  that  we  should  live  moral 
lives,  that  we  should  be  honest  in  our 
conduct,  in  our  attitude,  one  to  another, 
and  I  might  go  on  and  recite  the  different 
principles  of  life  and  behaviour  that  were 
taught  us  by  the  Saviour,  and  which 
people  generally  believe. 

However,  when  they  are  asked  to  take 
part  in  their  churches — and  by  that  is  in- 
volved the  matter  of  attending  church 
services,  of  participating  in  the  activities 
and  ceremonies,  and  also,  I  might  say, 
of  giving  of  their  time  and  of  their  sub- 
stance to  the  church — their  interest  ap- 
parently wanes.  They  do  not  see  that 
there  is  any  necessary  relationship  be- 
tween the  development  of  the  desirable 
type  of  life  and  participation  as  active 
members  of  their  churches. 

Little  Difficulty  Seen. 
This  minister,  to  whom  I  have  made 
reference,  described  this  as  his  experi- 
ence. He  had  no  difficulty,  when  he  was 
talking  with  people,  in  convincing  them 
that  they  should  live  the  type  of  life  that 
was  preached  from  his  pulpit,  but  that 
they  should  participate  in  membership  in 
his  church,  he  could  not  so  easily  convince 
them. 

I  believe  that  to  be  a  fair  statement  of 
conditions  in  the  world  to-day.  In  a 
measure  we  find  symptoms  in  our  own 
Church.  Some  of  the  young  people  of 
the  Church  will  not  differ  from  you  when 
you  teach  them  or  tell  them  the  thing's 
which  they  should  do.  There  are  cer- 
tain things  about  which  you  might  have 
some  difficulties  in  persuading  them,  but 
by  and  large  they  will  agree  with  you. 
Nevertheless,  they  find  difficulty  in  seeing 
why  they  should  do  this  or  that  as  active 
members   of   the   Church. 

Looked  upon  Favourably 

I  believe  that  these  two  facts  to  which 
I  have  made  reference  constitute  the  door 
which  we  must  open  and  which  we  must 
use,  as  members  of  this  Church,  in  fulfill- 


ing our  mission.  We  are  looked  upon 
favourably  in  most  parts  of  the  world  to- 
day by  our  friends  who  are  not  members 
of  the  Church.  We  do  not  have  obstacles 
to  overcome  that  the  Church  had  some 
years  ago,  certainly  not  in  the  same  de- 
gree. Moreover  we  find  about  us,  in  the 
world  to-day,  people  who  also  feel  the 
need  of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  and 
who  also  feel  that  the  churches  of  which 
they  are  members  have  failed  to  properly 
teach   them   those  principles. 

If  we  will  just  think  the  thing  through 
we  will  see  that  it  is  the  situation  as  it 
was  revealed  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
by  our  Lord  and  Saviour  at  the  beginning 
of  this  dispensation ;  that  scattered 
throughout  the  earth  were  certain  ele- 
ments of  truth  upon  which  the  churches 
of  the  world  were  founded,  but  because 
each  of  them  lacked  the  whole  truth,  the 
apostasy  which  had  begun  both  by  and 
within  the  churches  and  organizations 
would  reach  further,  until  the  members 
of  those  churches  would  find  lacking 
something  which  they  needed,  and  it 
would  be  the  privilege,  the  opportunity 
and  the  duty  of  this  Church,  of  which 
you  and  I  are  members,  to  bring  them 
that  which  they  seek  and  that  which  their 
own  organizations  lack.  We  don't  say 
this  boastfully  or  proudly  but  we  say  it 
humbly  to  them:  "  This  happier,  this 
fuller  life  which  you  would  like  to  have 
is  yours  if  you  will  but  come  and  acquaint 
yourself  with  it  in  this  Church." 

Now,  as  to  whether  or  not  they  can 
perpetuate  the  principles  of  sound  and 
happy  living  without  belonging  to  some 
church  :  Some  persons  think  that  they 
can.  I  doubt  very  much  if  we  would  be 
able  to  get  a  very  large  group  of  people 
together  who  would  be  in  favour  of 
abolishing   our    school   system.  They 

might  point  out  to  us  some  man  who  dur- 
ing the  years  of  his  life,  gained  a  great 
fund  of  information,  was  a  useful  citizen, 
and  never  had  a  day  of  school  in  his  life  ; 
and  they  might  point  to  some  other  in- 
dividual who  had  gone  through  the  pub- 
lic school,  the  higher  schools  and 
colleges,  and  done  any  amount  of  work, 
and  was  nevertheless  unable  to  be  of 
much  use  to  his  fellowmen.  We  can 
find  isolated  instances  of  both  kinds. 
Nevertheless  we  know,  because  of  our 
experience,  that  the  great  body  of  our 
people  will  not  be  able  to  acquire  an 
education,  will  not  be  able  to  attain  their 
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greatest  degree  of  usefulness,  unless  we 
have  educational  institutions  in  which 
they  will  be  prodded  on  by  a  routine  of 
study,  by  standards  of  accomplishment, 
promotion,  grades,  degrees  and  records, 
which  force  them  to  do  things  that  they 
might  well  like  to  do  if  they  were  not  in 
those  schools,  but  which,  because  of  our 
more  or  less  slothful  natures,  we  will  not 
do  unless  we  have  some  impetus. 

Opportunity  Provided. 

That  same  trait,  that  same  disposition 
is  found  in  our  spiritual  lives.  Our 
Heavenly  Father  has  taken  recognition  of 
that  and  set  up  his  Church  so  that  we 
have  a  certain  amount  of  routine,  certain 
things  that  we  are  asked  to  do  regularly, 
because  of  the  fact  that  if  we  do  not  do 
them  in  that  manner  we  don't  get  them 
done  at  all.  He  has  given  us  work  to 
do  in  this  Church  so  that  we  might  not 
become  careless  about  the  living  of  our 
own  lives,  and  we  need  this  prodding  all 
the  time  to  make  us  do  our  best. 

In  the  living  of  our  spiritual  lives  there 
is  not  sufficient  education  in  this  earth  to 
make  us  do  the  best  that  we  can  do,  but 
if  we  do  have  a  sense  of  responsibility  to 
God  our  Eternal  Father,  and  a  sense  of 
responsibility  to  one  another,  as  his  sons 
and  daughters  here  upon  the  earth,  we 
are  apt  to  accomplish  and  we  are  apt  to 
extend  ourselves  and  attain  the  full  mea- 
sure of  our  creation. 

Purpose  of  Church. 

That  is  our  message.  That   is  our 

belief  abut  the  purpose  of  the  Church, 
and  it  is  being  found  out  by  the  foremost 
thinkers  of  the  country.  They  are  try- 
ing to  catch  up  the  fragments  of  religion 
which  they  believe  are  not  successfully 
being  taught  by  their  churches,  and  try- 
ing to  give  them  encouragement  else- 
where. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  me 
that  at  the  institution  with  which  I  am 
connected — and  it  is  a  school  of  business, 
which  you  might  think  would  be  far  re- 
moved from  the  idea  of  spiritual  thinking, 
and  that  they  would  be  very  everyday  and 
practical  in  their  thoughts  and  would  not 
find  time  to  consider  things  spiritual — I 
say  it  is  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  me, 
and  great  satisfaction  to  see  in  that  in- 
stitution the  dean  of  the  school  and  pro- 
fessors of  repute  who  frequently  in  their 
discussion  give  vent  to  their  feelings  and 
their  belief  that  we  must  arouse  and  re- 


awaken the  spirituality  of  this  people, 
that  our  conduct  will  be  upon  a  higher 
plane.  They   feel   that   their   churches 

have  fallen  down  in  teaching  them  this 
better  life,  and  they  have  tried  to  see  what 
other  institutions  existing  they  may  use 
to  teach  us  this  thing. 

The  thought  has  come  to  my  mind  fre- 
quently, and  I  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  express  it,  and  I  do  feel  it  very  strongly 
that  it  is  the  privilege  of  this  Church  to 
give  that  teaching,  and  we  are  able  to 
give  it  so  that  it  will  last,  so  that  it  will 
persist,  because  this  is  not  an  institution 
founded  upon  a  few  fragments  of  truth 
but  this  is  an  institution,  as  its  name 
identifies  it,  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  founded  not  by  the 
study  and  divinations  of  men,  but  by  the 
Son  of  our  Eternal  Father  in  this  latter 
day.  This  Church  contains  not  just  a 
fund  of  information,  not  just  the  princi- 
ples of  life,  which  people  will  accept  when 
they  are  taught  them  but  it  contains  the 
Priesthood  of  God,  which  gives  a 
vitality  of  a  life  to  those  principles,  and 
makes  them  effective  in  your  life  and 
mine,  if  we  but  let  them. 

We  are  sometimes  accused  by  our 
friends  or  being  boastful  because  of  our 
claim.  We  are  no  more  boastful  about 
other  good  things  which  we  possess.  If 
we  find  good  things  and  are  anxious  to 
share  them  with  our  fellow  men,  we  are 
not  boastful  when  we  call  them  good  and 
point   out   their   advantages.  It   is   no 

more  than  that  which  we  do  with  the 
Gospel  and  with  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

World  Never  More  Ready. 

I  submit  to  you,  my  brothers  and 
sisters,  that  the  world  was  never  more 
ready,  although  it  perhaps  does  not  yet 
realize  it — for  the  message  of  the  Gospel, 
as  we  understand  it,  in  its  fullness  and  its 
completeness,  not  lacking  in  those  things 
which  have  been  found  lacking  in  the 
preaching  of  men.  And  I  add  that  we, 
as  members  of  the  Church,  have  never 
had  a  greater  responsibility  than  we  have 
to-dav,  to  use  this  opportunity  and  to  use 
it  to  its  fullest  extent,  to  teach  our  fellow- 
men  the  Gospel,  and  above  all,  to  show 
them  bv  the  living  of  our  lives  that  this 
thing  is  capable  of  accomplishing  the 
miracle  which  our  Heavenly  Father  has 
asked  us  to  accomplish. 

If  we  but  think  back  upon  his  teachings 
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we  will  remember  one  commandment  he 
has  given  us:  "Be  ye  perfect  even  as 
your  Father  in  heaven  is  perfect."  No 
less  than  that  is  the  ideal  which  we  would 
attain,  and  we  have  the  means  to  that. 
The  way  has  been  pointed  out  to  us,  how 
we  may  show  the  perfect  way  of  life,  not 
just  that  we  now  baptized  members  of  the 
Church,  may  benefit  thereby,  but  that  we 
will  set  the  example,  the  Standard,  that 
our  fellow  men  in  the  world  may  see  it 
and  follow  after. 

Christ's  Example. 

Let  us  think  about  the  life  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Saviour.  He  did  two  things 
while  he  was  upon  the  earth.  He 
preached  the  gospel,  a  plan  of  life. 
Above  that,  he  lived  a  perfect  life.  He 
showed  us  that  his  plan  of  existence  is 
livable  by  men  in  the  flesh,  and  I  believe 
that  the  example  which  he  lived,  and  the 
way  he  went  about  showing  the  practica- 
bility of  his  message,  gave  it  a  greater 
impetus,  perhaps  than  the  truth  which 
lay  in  the  thing  itself.  From  that  we 
should  learn  enough  of  his  method  of 
teaching  so  that  we  too  can  go  about 
and  preach  that  same  gospel,  and  make 
it  effective.  We  must  do  the  thing  the 
Master  did  ;  we  must  live  the  example  and 
show  our  fellowmen  that  the  thing  is 
transferable  into  everyday  life. 

I  will  make  a  comparison  that  was 
called  to  my  attention  at  one  time,  and 
I  am  through.  A  man  was  about  to  go 
upon  a  journey,  and  he  was  told  of  a  per- 
son who  had  made  the  same  journey 
around  the  world.  He  was  given  to 
believe  that  it  might  be  desirable  for  him 
to  go  and  counsel  with  this  previous 
world  traveller  and  ask  him  what 
the  points  of  interest  were  that  he  might 
most  profitably  see,  so  that  he  would  be 
able  to  spend  his  time  and  his  means 
wisely  and  thereby  derive  the  greatest 
pleasure  and  satisfaction  from  his  trip. 
He  only  had   a  limited  amount  of  time. 

A  Story 

He  counselled  with  this  traveller  who 
had  made  the  journey  before,  and  was 
told:  "  Now,  when  you  come  to  this 
country  the  first  city  you  will  reach  will 
be  So-and-So,  and  because  it  is  a  new 
country  it  will  look  most  interesting  to 
you  and  you  may  be  tempted  to  spend 
considerable  time  there,  but  I  advise  you 
not  to  do  that.       Pass  it  by  and  go  on 


until  you  get  to  such  and  such  a  city,  be- 
cause there  you  will  find  much  more  of 
interest.  Spend  some  of  your  time  and 
your  money  there.  And  when  you  come 
to  the  second  country  don't  tarry  at  all. 
It  will  be  a  little  different  from  something 
you  have  seen,  and  will  hold  out  a  sem- 
blance of  interest,  but  there  is  much  more 
of  value  just  a  little  further  beyond. 
When  you  come  to  the  third  country  visit 
this  city  and  this  city,  and  pass  this  city. 
If  you  do  that  your  time  will  work  out 
so  that  at  the  end  of  your  trip  you  will 
have  seen  all  those  things  which  have  the 
greatest  value.  On  the  other  hand  if 
you  spend  your  time  in  the  places  of  little 
interest,  when  you  come  to  the  others  you 
won't  have  any  time  left  to  see  them,  and 
you  will  be  very  sorry." 

The  man  said  he  went  on  the  trip,  and 
he  found  that  every  time  he  took  the 
advice  of  the  man  who  had  gone  before, 
he  was  very  glad  that  he  had  done  so. 
A  couple  of  times  he  thought:  "Well 
now,  this  city  has  perhaps  changed  a  little 
since  he  was  here.  It  does  look  very 

interesting.  I  would  like  to  stay  here 
and  see  a  little  more.  He  did  so,  but 
as  the  end  of  his  time  approached  he  was 
very  sorry  he  had  stopped  at  those  places 
because  he  wished  he  had  more  time  and 
more  money  to  spend  in  the  places  that 
came  later. 

Makes  Comparison. 

When  I  heard  that  I  thought  his  ad- 
vice was  not  unlike  the  Gospel,  which  is 
more  or  less  the  experience  that  our  Lord 
and  his  Father  pass  on  to  us,  that  we 
might  make  the  journey  of  life  and  inter- 
est ourselves  and  spend  our  time  and 
our  efforts  with  those  things  which  will 
give  us  the  greatest  satisfaction.  How 
easily  we  are  deceived.  A  new  experi- 
ence comes  along,  a  new  situation,  and 
we  think :  Well  now,  this  looks  very 
attractive.  I'll  dabble  with  this  a  bit. 
It  won't  take  much  time  and  much  means, 
and  perhaps  I'll  enjoy  it.  But  that  time 
we  spend  there,  that  energy  that  we 
spend  there,  ye  cannot  recover  later  in 
life,  when  we  find  that  our  interests  have 
matured  and  those  things  which  we  one 
time  thought  were  important  now  seems 
trivial.  How  unhappy  we  will  be,  and 
how  unfortunate,  if  we  have  devoted 
much  of  our  time  and  much  of  our  atten- 
tion to  pursuing  those  interests  which  are 
of  little  value. 
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Let  us  not  be  the  foolish  travellers. 
Let  us  be  the  wise  travellers,  as  v\e  go 
through  the  journey  of  life,  and  profit  by 
the  experiences  Of  the  great  and  gcod 
men  who  have  lived  before  us,  as  prophets 
of  Clod  and,  by  our  Master,  and  by  his 
Father,  who  were  our  creators,  and  who 
have  pointed  out  to  us  the  pitfalls,  ad- 
mitting- that  there  is  a  temporary  attrac- 
tion in  this  or  that  interest,  but  remind- 
ing us  that  it  has  nowhere  near  the  value 
or  the  permanent  worth  to  us  that  we 
may  have  by  seeking  first  the  kingdom 
of  God  and  his  righteousness,  and  all 
things  else  in  their  relative  positions. 

Expresses  Desire. 

May  we  understand  our  opportunities 
as  members  of  the  Church.  May  our 
testimonies  grow  and  increase  with  every 
experience  of  life,  and  may  we  see  the 
opportunity  that  awaits  us  to  present  to 
our  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  world  the 
Gospel  as  it  is  taught  and  practised  by 
the  Church,  that  they  may  find  this  re- 
ligious life  they  seek  im  this  organization 
in  which  they  will  find  no  defects  and  no 
flaws.  And  may  we  see  as  our  first 
obligation  in  accomplishing  this  great 
mission  that  we,  as  individual  members 
of  the  Church,  hold  our  lives  tx>  the  high- 
est standards  we  know,  not  because  we 
will  thereby  suffer  and  sacrifice,  but  be- 
cause we  will  thereby  assure  ourselves  of 
the  greatest  happiness  that  we  can  find, 
eternal  life  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
the  knowledge  that  we  are  helping  our- 
selves and  our  fellow-men  to  understand 
and  live  the  Gospel. 

May  God's  blessing  be  with  us  each 
and  every  one.  May  we  have  the  courage 
and  the  faith  and  the  fortitude  to  carry 
out  our  mission  and  discharge  our  obliga- 
tion, and  thereby  bless  our  fellow-men, 
our  Father's  sons  and  daughters  every 
one,  I  humbly  ask,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.     Amen.

Church  Wide  News 


Missionaries  to  the  Central  States  Mis- 
sion of  the  Church  are  two  full  blond 
Red  Indians.  Elders  Moroni  Timbimboo 
and  Henry  Woonsook,  who  were  recently 
set  apart  for  their  labours  at  the  Church 
offices  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Believed  to 
be  the  first  full  blood  Indians  tailed  as 
regular  travelling  elders  of  the  restored 
Church,  they  are  counsellors  in  the 
Washakie  ward  bishopric  of  the  Malad 
stake.  They    will    preach    the    Gospel 

among  the  Indians  of  the  Fort  Pe:k 
reservation   in   North   and   South   Dakota. 

Maoris  from  New  Zealand,  13  in  num- 
ber, 12  of  whom  are  chieftains  of  their 
land,  recently  travelled  4,000  miles  from 
their  homes  to  do  temple  work  in  the 
Latter-day  Saint  temple  in  Laie,  Hawaii. 
There  they  were  met  by  Presidents  Heber 
J.  Grant  and  J.  Reuben  Clark,  who  were 
at  the  islands  at  the  time  to  effect  the 
organization  of  a  new  stake  of  the 
Church. 

Mormon  doctrines  will  be  taught  as  a 
regular  course  in  University  of  Southern 
California,  a  Methodist  university  and 
one  of  the  largest  colleges  in  America, 
beginning  with  the  autumn  term  in  Sep- 
tember. The  classes  will  be  taught  by  a 
Latter-day  Saint  professor  appointed  by 
Church  officials,  and  regular  university 
academic  credit  will  be  granted  for  work 
done   in   the   course.  Located   in    Los 

Angeles,  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia is  attended  by  approximately 
10,000  students. 

Armada  of  76  airplanes  of  the  United 
States  army  went  through  a  three  day 
programme  of  manoeuvers  over  Salt  Lake 
City  as  one  of  the  features  of  the  recent 
celebration  of  the  eighty-eighth  anni- 
versary of  the  entrance  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  into  Salt  Lake  valley.  It  is 
believed  to  be  the  greatest  assemblage  of 
army  aircraft  in  the  history  of  the  inter- 
mountain  west.  Special  services  honour- 
ing the  Pioneers  were  conducted  in  the 
Tabernacle,  Sunday,  21st  July,  President 
J.  Reuben  Clark,  of  the  First  Presidency, 
being  the  principal  speaker.

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FAITH  THAT  WORKS  BY  LOVE.

A  certain  rich  man  had  a  precious  gem 
that  he  desired  to  have  fittingly  presented 
to  a  nobleman  who  lived  at  the  summit 
of   a  high    mountain. 

An  ambitious  young  man  undertook  to 
make  the  presentation  for  a  thousand 
dollars.  Urged  by  the  hope  of  handsome 
monetary  reward,  he  climbed  eagerly  to 
the  entrance  of  the  castle ;  and  was  met 
at  the  door  by  a  guard  who  halted  him 
with  a  stern  demand  : 

"  What  brings  you  here?  " 
"  I  have  a  precious  gem  to  present  to 
your  master." 

"  Why  did  you  bring  it?  " 
"  Because  I  was  paid  for  it." 
"  My  lord  will  not  accept  a  gift  from  a 
hireling." 

Disappointed  and  crestfallen,  the 
young  man  returned  the  jewel  to  the 
owner,  who  commanded  one  of  his  slaves 
to   make  the  delivery. 

The  sullen  serf  doggedly  climbed  to  the 
crest    of    the    mountain    and    approached 
the   door    of    the   castle,    where    he    was 
halted  by  a  guard. 
"  Who   are   you?  " 

"  I  am  a  slave  who  brings  a  gem  for 
the  nobleman." 

"  The  nobleman  will  not  accept  a  gift 
from   a   slave." 

In  fear  and  trembling  the  slave  carried 
the  gem  back  to  his  master. 
Love's  Reward. 
A  generous  spirited  youth   now  offered 
to  deliver  the  jewel. 

"  What  will  you  charge  for  your  ser- 
vices? "  asked  the  rich  man. 

"  Nothing,"  responded  the  youth. 
"  I  have  met  the  only  son  of  the  noble- 
man. He  is  most  gracious  and  ador- 
able. And  I  have  learned  that  the  noble- 
man is  just  like  this  gracious  son.  Be- 
cause of  the  nobleman's  graciousness,  I 
have  learned  to  love  him.  Because  I 
love  the  nobleman  in  the  castle  I  will 
gladly  carry  the  gem  to  him  without  com- 
pensation. Fired  by  the  spirit  of  loving- 
service  the  youth  carried  the  gem  up  to 
the  door  of  the  castle,  where  the  guard 
met   him   and   demanded  : 


"  What    brings    you    here?  " 
"  My  love   for  your  master." 
He   was   taken   to   a   brilliantly   lighted 
spacious    room    and    given    a    delightful 
audience   with   the   nobleman   who   graci- 
ously received  the  gem. 

Reveals  Action 

It  is  a  simple  story.  And  yet  it  re- 
veals in  action  the  love-inspiring  faith 
that  the  Matster  of  human  hearts  brought 
to  our  greed-torn,  hate  distorted  and  sin 
sick  world. 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  world's  only  living 
breathing  exemplification  of  the  perfect 
life.  He  came  into  a  world  of  venerated 
error  and  hallowed  hypocrisy;  but  His 
heart  was  never  moved  by  fawning  flat- 
tery from  the  heaven-sent  truth.  He  came 
to  teach.  He  saw  the  dalliance  of  the  gay 
social  swirl,  but  was  not  deceived  by  its 
empty  show.  He  saw  pampered  opulence, 
surrounded  by  cringing  servants,  and 
chose  Himself  to  be  the  servant  of  ser- 
vants. About  him  were  the  shallow  souls 
who  sought  for  ease  in  idle  pleasure ;  and 
He  found  His  soul-ease  beneath  the  bur- 
den of  the  world's  sorrow  and  woes, 
which  He  bore. 

He  mingled  with  sinful  men  but  never 
partook  of  their  vices.  He  saw  the 
dazzling  glory  of  material  riches  but 
never  craved  even  a  solitary  place  to  lay 
His  head.  He  looked  at  the  gorgeous 
splendour  of  earthly  glory ;  but  was 
never  blinded  by  its  hollow  grandeur. 
He  stood  erect  before  purpled  power, 
upon  the  throne,  and  never  cringed  be- 
fore its  imperial  oppression.  He  visited 
the  poor,  the  despised  and  the  down- 
trodden and  gave  them  the  full  measure 
of  His  illimitable  sympathy.  With  a 
tenderness,  springing  from  his  own  un- 
sullied heart,  He  lifted  the  despised  out- 
cast up  to  honour  and  the  beauty  of 
purity.  He  visited  the  bed  of  affliction 
and  lovingly  gave  health  to  the  decrepit, 
strength  to  the  weak,  sight  to  the  blind, 
and  hearing  to  the  deaf.  He  was  ac- 
quainted    with     grief     and     mingled     the 
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tears  wrung  from  His  own  sad  soul  with 
the  tears  of  the  soul  sick  children  of  men. 
He  was  scoffed,  but  never  answered  with 
reviling.  He  was  spat  upon  but  never 
lost  His  gracious  serenity.  He  was 
hated,  and  loved  those  who  hated  Him. 
He  was  cruelly  put  to  death  and 
blessed  those  who  crucified  Him.  His 
perfect  victorious  life  led  the  skeptic 
Rosseau  to  say,  "  Socrates  died  like  a 
philosopher ;  Jesus  Christ  died  like  a 
God." 

A  God. 

Jesus  Christ  lived  like  a  God.  He  died 
like  a  God.  Aye,  and  he  is  a  God.  His 
perfect  revelation  of  the  infinite  goodness, 
power  and  majesty  of  God  kindled  in  the 
world  the  flame  of  love-inspiring  faith. 
This  faith  "  that  works  by  love  "  is  the 
only  panacea  for  the  moral  ills  and  sor- 
rows of  the  world. 

The  economist  with  his  pofound 
understanding  of  financial  trends  can 
accurately  point  out  the  defects  in  our 
present  dislocated  economic  structure. 
The  social  hygenist  with  his  technologi- 
cal expertness  can  correctly  diagnose  our 
glaring  social  ills.  And  the  psychologist 
with  his  penetrating  insight,  can  sound 
the  depths  of  the  human  mind  and  deter- 
mine the  nature  of  its  malignant  tenden- 
cies. But  only  the  Christ  of  God  has 
the  power  to  kindle  in  the  heart  the  con- 
science-quickening faith  that  turns 
humanity  from  its  devastating  lusts,  its 
ruthless  greed  and  peace-destroying  hate. 

His  Teaching. 

The  scientist,  the  philosopher  and  the 
artist,  take  a  look  at  the  tragic  wreck 
and  ruin  wrought  by  the  arch  trinity  of 
human  despoilers,  hate,  lust  and  greed. 
The  scientist  says,  "  Make  a  survey. 
Get  the  facts."  The  philosopher  says, 
"  Give  humanity  a  more  scientific  ap- 
praisal of  moral  values."  The  artist 
says,  "  Present  exalting  sentiments  and 
ethical  principles  in  more  appealing 
form."  And  the  lowly  Jesus,  who  was 
more  than  a  scientist,  greater  than  a 
philosopher,  and  the  only  perfect  master 
of  the  art  of  living  said,  "  Make  the  tree 
good — transform  and  purify  human 
nature  with  inspiring  faith,  and  human 
deeds  will  be  good." 

Some  months  ago  a  professor  of 
philosophy  in  one  of  our  American  uni- 
versities   had    a    friendly    discussion    by 


letter  with  one  of  his  students  regarding 
Paul's  philosophy  of  the  attainment  of 
the  good  life  "  by  the  crucifixion  of  the 
lusts  of  the  flesh  "  by  a  soul-purging 
faith.  The  professor  took  issue  with 
Paul,  and  insisted  that  Dr.  W.  E. 
Hocking's  theory  of  overcoming  evil  by 
following  the  "  moral  direction  "  is  pre- 
ferable to  the  theory  of  the  apostle.  The 
student  upheld  Paul's  philosophy.  In  a 
letter  he  asked  the  professor  "  How  can 
one  '  overcome  '  evil  by  merely  follow- 
ing the  '  moral  direction  '  "?  "  Sup- 
pose he  commits  a  dishonest  act. 
How  can  he  get  the  resultant  dishonesty 
out  of  his  nature?  "  In  reply  the  pro- 
fessor said,  "  He  can  change  his 
character  by  '  substituting  good  habits 
for  bad  ones.'  "  In  reply  the  student 
asked,  "  How  can  charactcer  be  changed 
by  a  change  of  habits.  Can  a  dis- 
honest person  eradicate  the  dishonesty 
from  his  nature  by  a  mere  change  of  out- 
ward behaviour?  "  The  professor  made 
no  reply  to  this  question. 

On  the  basis  of  humanistic  philosophy, 
which  holds  that  man,  unaided  by  divine 
help,  can  deliver  himself  from  the  evils 
that  beset  him,  there  is  no  answer  to  the 
student's  question.  The  stream  can  rise 
no  higher  than  its  source.  Human  as- 
pirations and  acts  can  rise  no  higher  than 
the  spirit  that  inspires  them.  Only  the 
pure  love  for  the  ultimate  goodness  repre- 
sented by  a  personal  God,  awakened  in 
the  heart  by  the  soul-purifying  faith  that 
the  Christ  brought  into  the  world  can 
change  a  bad  nature  into  a  good  one. 

The  Keynote 

This  professor's  idea  of  the  attainment 
of  the  good  life  is  in  line  wth  our  whole 
secular  programme  of  character  educa- 
tion. We  seem  to  think  that  a  fine  life 
can  be  built  upon  a  nature  that  is  in- 
herently selfish  and  hateful  without  any 
inner  change  of  disposition.  We  are 
desperately  and  abortively  trying  to  make 
people  good  by  rnoral  fact  finding,  ethical 
subtilities,  and  external  restraint  and 
mechanical  habit  formation.  We  have 
forgotten  the  ringing  keynote  of  all  the 
divine  Master's  moralizing:  "  Repent  and 
believe  the  gospel." 

Paul's    philosophy    of    the    faith     that 

works    by    love  "    stands    impregnable. 

No  one  could  speak  more  understanding- 

lv   than   Paul   of   this   transforming   faith. 

He    was    reared    a    strict    Pharisee    and 
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brought  up  in  the  mechanical  formalism 
of  the  most  spiritless  religion  of  an  age 
that  was  characterized  by  meaningless 
outward  performances.  From  his  youth 
up  he  sought  to  attain  acceptable  right- 
eousness by  punctilious  compliance  with 
narrow  ritualistic  religious  requirements 
that  did  not  have  the  remotest  relation- 
ship to  that  robust  faith  in  God  that 
purifies  the  soul. 

His  profitless  conformity  to  these  out- 
ward requirements  had  led  Paul  so  far 
from  the  spirit  of  true  righteousness  that 
he  found  no  difficulty  in  allying  himself 
with  the  hate-inspired  persecutors  of  the 
followers  of  Christ.  He  was  so  bereft 
of  the  fundamental  spirit  of  real  good- 
ness, that  he  held  the  clothes  of  those 
who  stoned  Stephen,  and  thereby  as- 
sented to  the  death  of  the  first  Christian 
martyr. 

But  while  he  was  on  his  way  to  Damas- 
cus seeking  to  arrest  and  imprison  the  de- 
vout, inoffensive  Christians,  the  resur- 
rected Christ  appeared  to  him ;  and  Paul 
was  made  to  know  that  he  was  persecut- 
ing the  conqueror  of  death.  By  this 
glorious  vision  he  was  completely 
changed     and     transformed.  By     the 

awakening  of  this  new  faith,  his  hate 
turned  to  love.  He  became  a  sacrificing 
and  consecrated  exponent  of  the  gospel 
of  the  Son  of  God.  His  newly  acquired 
zeal  for  God  knew  no  languor.  It  carried 
him  to  every  corner  of  the  then  known 
world  in  advocacy  of  the  cross  of  Christ. 
He  faced  the  sneers  of  the  haughty 
Greeks,  the  frowns  of  the  stern  Romans 
and  the  persecution  of  the  Jews.  He 
went  hungry,  suffered  arrest,  imprison- 
ment and  humiliation,  but  never  faltered 
in  his  proclamation  of  the  gospel  of  divine 
love.  He  finally  went  to  his  death  in 
attestation  of  his  unfaltering  devotion  to 
truth  and  God. 

Impelled  by  Faith. 

His  life  was  typical  of  the  lives  of  his 
associates  in  the  Christian  ministry.  All 
these  devoted  servants  of  God  were  im- 
pelled by  this  same  faith  that  "  worketh 
by  love,"  to  cross  land  and  sea  to  carry 
the  love  message  of  the  cross  to  man- 
kind everywhere.  Their  lives  of  devotion, 
their  unconquerable  zeal  for  God,  and 
their  self  sacrificing  labours  for  the  salva- 
tion of  the  children  of  men  furnish  im- 
perishable evidence  of  the  power  of  Christ 


to    transform    and    ennoble    human    lives 
with    his   love-inspiring    faith. 

This  faith  humbles  the  arrogance  of 
pride,  subdues  vaulting  ambition,  calms 
the  fierceness  of  hate,  turns  greed  in-td 
generosity,  chastens  the  affections,  purl- 
lies  the  aspirations  of  the  heart  and  exalts 
the  mind.  If  you  turn  a  ray  of  white 
light  through  a  prism,  all  (he  glowing 
colours  of  the  rainbow  will  radiate  from 
it  in  resplendent  glory.  If  vou  turn  the 
light  of  Christian  faith  through  the 
human  soul,  all  the  exalting  graces  of 
moral  grandeur  will  be  reflected  in  reful- 
gent glory  in  thought,  aspiration  and  act. 

The  dynamic  impact  of  this  faith  up:m 
human  hearts  has  done  more  to  tame 
man's  fierceness,  dispel  malignant  hate 
and  cankering  greed,  than  all  the  ph'loso- 
phers,  preachers  and  moralists  have 
thought  and  taught  in  two  thousand 
years.  The  self-sacrificing  love  this 
faith  evokes,  is  the  moral  energy  of  the 
world.  It  is  the  light  of  our  highest 
ideals,  the  soul  of  all  philanthrophy  and 
the  life  of  all  our  altruism. 

Need  of  This  Faith. 

The  world  to-day  needs  this  faith  that 
loves  to  serve  more  than  anything  else. 
Ours  is  a  science-made  civilzation.  It  is 
mechanistically  efficient  and  technologi- 
cally expert.  .  The  astounding  achieve- 
ments of  science  have  given  us  a  thousand 
new  tools,  machines  and  devices  by  the 
use  of  which  one  set  of  hands  can  now 
produce  what  it  took  a  hundred  hands 
to  produce  five  decades  ago.  With  the 
technically  accurate  instruments  of 
science  we  can  dissect,  analyze,  measure 
and  weigh  everything  from  the  infinites- 
mal  atom  to  the  one  hundred  and  seventy 
billion  suns  that  swirl  through  the  Milky 
Way.  But  alas,  we  are  morally  and 
spiritually  inert.  The  decades  that  pro- 
duced all  of  our  mechanical  efficiency  and 
technological  expertness  wrote  the  blood- 
iest page  in  the  annals  of  human  slaugh- 
ter ;  and  brought  upon  the  world  an 
industrial  and  financial  paralysis  that 
has  left  tens  of  millions  of  human  beings 
to  walk  the  streets  in  rags,  shiver  in  the 
cold  and  open  their  unfed  mouths  and  cry 
for  bread  in  the  presence  of  mountains  of 
food     rotting.  Our     present     pathetic 

plight   furnishes    ghastly  proof   of   man's 
utter  helplessness  in  the  presence  of  the 
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stern  problem  of  his  moral  and  spiritual 
emancipation. 

It  is  the  distinct  basic  mission  of  Mor- 
monism  to  re-kindle  this  "  faith  that 
works  by  love."  At  an  early  hour  a  few 
Sundays  ago  I  listened  with  enchanted 
delight  to  a  coast  to  coast  broadcast  of 
Sabbath  Reveries.  The  fine  inspirational 
hour  opened  with  a  mixed  quartet.  They 
sang  with  fitting  simplicity  and  yearning 
spirit  the  old  famliar  hymn — 

"  More  about  Jesus  I  would  know 
More  of  His  grace  to  other  show 
More  of  His  saving  presence  see 
More  of  His  love  Who  died  for  me." 
As    I    listened    sympathetically    to*   this 
simple   song    it   occurred   to   me   that   we 
have    the    very    thing    the    writer    of   this 
hymn  yearned  for.        If  you  were  to  ask 
me  for  a  terse  homely  definition  of  Mor- 
monism,    I   would  tell  you   it  is   literally 
"  more  about  Jesus." 

Birth  of  the  Church. 

Our  holy  religion  was  born  of  a  deep 
stirring  desire  to  know  the  absolute  truth 
about  the  perfect  way  of  salvation.  In 
answer  to  this  outstretching  faith  of  the 
prophet  of  the  new  day,  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
appeared  to  men  in  our  own  time.  This 
new  revelation  of  the  Christ  brushed 
away  the  bewildering  and  confusing 
notion  that  His  earth  life  was  just  a  tem- 
porary manifestation  in  the  world  of  one 
aspect  of  a  triune  God,  comprised  of  three 
persons  who  are  in  fact  one  individual ; 
and  make  Him  stand  forth  in  His  pristine 
glory  a  distinct,  comprehensible  personal 
entity — the  everliving  immortalized  Christ 
the  Son  of  God.  These  new  revelations 
have  made  the  divine  Saviour  of  men  real 
to  those  who  have  received  the  testi- 
monies of  these  witnesses ;  and  there  has 
come  to  them  the  revivifying  faith  that 
was  the  radiant  glory  of  the  first  age  of 
Christianity. 

The  modern  examples  of  this  ,  self- 
sacrificing  faith  are  just  as  inspiring  as 
those  of  the  first  century  of  the  Christian 
religion.  The  autumn  of  1839  found  the 
Latter-day  Saints  on  the  malaria -infested 
bottoms  of  the  Mississippi,  in  Illinois. 
They  had  just  been  dispossessed  of  all 
their  property  and  ruthlessly  driven 
from     the     state     of     Missouri.         They 


were  destitute  and  the  deadly  malarii 
fever  made  inroads  upon  their  health 
and     lives.  In     the     midst     of     their 

destitution  and  affliction,  the  call  came 
to  Brigham  Young  and  Heber  C.  Kim- 
ball and  others  to  go  on  a  mission  to 
Great  Britain.  Elder  Young  and  Elder 
Kimball  were  both  sick  and  so  were  their' 
families.  But  in  spite  of  dire  destitu- 
tion, sore  affliction  and  persecution,  these 
true  ministers  of  Christ  had  the  stout- 
hearted faith  to  leave  home  and  kindred 
for  the  stern  battle  front  of  truth.  In 
speaking  of  the  circumstances  Elder 
Young  said  : 

"  It  seemed  as  though  my  very  inmost 
parts  would  melt  within  at  the  thoughts 
of  leaving  my  family  in  the  arms  of 
death."  But  he  was  not  daunted.  He 
was  fired  by  that  same  zeal  for  souls  that 
was  the  glory  of  the  first  Sold'ers  of  the 
Cross.  As  he  and  his  companions  com- 
menced to  drive  away  from  their  homes, 
Elder  Young  asked  the  teamster  to  halt. 

The  teamster  stopped  and  the  afflicted 
Elder  Young  arose  with  extreme  difficulty , 
and    joined    Elder    Kimball    in    giving    a  . 
parting  word  of  comfort  to  their  afflicted 
wives.       The  two  elders  swung  their  hats 
in  the  air  and  shouted, 

"  Hurrah    for    Israel!  " 


Conclusion. 


The  wives  of  the  departing  mission- 
aries answered  the  cheer  with  fond  fare- 
wells. 

There  is  a  heart-touching  pathos  in  this 
incident.  There  is  in  it  the  sanctifying 
power  of  the  faith  of  Christ,  that  gives 
all  and  sacrifices  all  for  the  enlighten- 
ment and  salvation  of  mankind. 

During  the  one  hundred  years  since 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  some 
seventy-five  thousand  evangels  of  l'ght 
and  truth  have  gone  to  the  four  corners 
of  the  world  at  their  own  expense  and 
without  the  hope  of  earthly  reward,  to 
hold  aloft  the  ever-burning  torch  of  faith 
to  a  darkened  world.  The  self-sacrifice, 
the  consecrated  devotion  the  ceaseless 
zealous  labours  of  this  host  of  soldiers 
of  the  Cross,  bears  impressive  witness : 
that  the  "  faith  that  works  by  love  "  has 
come  back  to  the  world. 
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VOLUMES  ABOUT  JOSEPH   SMITH. 

That  this  aspect  of  Joseph  Smith's 
life  is  extremely  puzzling  is  evident  from 
the  amount  of  literature  on  the  subject. 
In  the  Church  Historian's  Office  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  are  more  than  twenty 
thousand  volumes,  large  and  small,  each 
of  which  says  something  about  the  Pro- 
phet one  way  or  another.  There  are 
also  some  two  thousand  pamphlets  on 
the  subject.  More  than  fifteen  hundred 
of  these  books  are  by  anti- Mormons,  that 
is,  they  are  more  or  less  bitter  in  tone, 
for  what  reason  one  is  at  a  loss  to  divine. 
All  are  by  different  persons.  Most  of 
the  pamphlets  also  are  anti -Mormon. 
Then  there  are  hundreds  of  volumes  by 
non-Mormon  writers  who  have  attacked 
their  theme  in  a  not  unfriendly  spirit, 
some  in  an  inquiring  mood.  The  rest  of 
the  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  library 
are  by  Mormon  writers. 

This  is  a  comparatively  large  collec- 
tion of  books  to  have  accumulated  on  the 
subject  in  the  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  years  since  the  birth  of  th  Prophet 
in  1805.  For,  in  the  two  centuries  that 
have  elapsed  since  the  birth  of  George 
Washington,  who  is  everywhere  looked 
upon  as  the  outstanding  American,  there 
are  only  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty- six  volumes  about  him  in  the 
library  of  Congress  at  Washington.
